ME MORANDUM FOR THE DIRECTOR 

Re: Brener Case. 

During a telephonic conversation with Mr. Nathp6 at * %en e«r» 
he stated that Earl^etuchlick, former husbend of Doria/0' Connor, is in 
Kansrs City at the present time and registered at the*Missouri Hotel. He 
has a car with him, which car is being kept in a perking lot near by, and 
which car is supposed to h £ ve been originally purchased by Edna Murray’ son. 

The information about this car was furnished to Mr. Nathan by the Kansas City 
Police Department, which department was requested Borne time ago to be on the 
lookout for this csr by the Wichita Police Department. Mr. Nathan stated that 
he has Agents watching the parking lot and the hotel for the purpose of ascer- 
taining who might contect Stuchlick. Mr. Nathan further stated that he be- 
lieves it is going to be desirable to interview this man, and feels that this 
can be accomplished at prectically any time desired; that, however, he has not 
decided as yet whether he will have Stuchlick brought to the office for ques- 
tioning, since it might be more advisable to first see who be might contact 
and also where he goes. 

I inquired if the car in question iB a stolen one, but Mr. Nathan 
stated that it is not. I then inquired as to why the Wichita Police Depart- 
ment had requested the Kansas City Police Department to be on the lookout for 
the car in the first instance. Mr. Nathan stated that the Wichita Police came 
in contact with the car first when it appeared at Stanley's place in Pittsburg, 
end when Agents of this Bureau trailed the 6ame to Wichita where it was lost 
in the traffic.

Mr. Nathan telephoned from the Kansas City Office in ‘regard “To the 
^ J raid recently conducted on the apartment of one^L^o" In Kansas City during 

which raid Spike*Tane was apprehended. Lane inLdrms the Agents that in this 
apartment there was a considerable quantity of*Tdtro_glycerln. In this con- 
nection, Mr. Nathan stated that there have been found in the apartment two 
bottles containing a liquid which might easily be nitro glycerin. Mr. Nathan 
stated that there is about a pint of this liquid. Mr. Nathan stated that he 
has been in touch with the local representative of the Hercules Powder Com- 
pany, who said that he would be glad to destroy, or attempt to destroy, this 
liquid for the purpose of ascertaining whether or not it is nitro glycerin; fur- 
ther, that he would be glad to do this free of charge. However, this represen- 
tative informs that in all instances of this kind, he has to have someone ex- 
ecute a release to him from any damages or from any injuries incurred in trans- 
porting the liquid to a place where it can be destroyed. This representative 
* has a standard form which he informs is used for this purpose. 

I inquired of Mr. Nathan if the Bureau Agents had a search warrant 
to go into this apartment. Mr. Nathan stated that it is his understanding that 
they did have 6uch a warrant, and that the nitro glycerin was obtained lawfully; 
that, however, the nitro is as yet in the . apartment since it has not been moved. 
I then inquired if the United States Attorney has been consulted about this 
situation. Mr. Nathan stated that the nitro glycerin phase has not been dis- 
cussed with the Attorney. Mr. Nathan stated that the Agents are remaining in 
the apartment in anticipation of the return of some members of the gang, and

^blasting work, its business in explosives being confined solely to the manu- 
facture and sale thereof; but to assist the said customer, the said Hercules

Company has agreed to permit the said customer the temporary use, free of 
charge, of the services of the said company* s employees, together with or 
without certain needed equipment.

I told Mr. Nathan that I would take this matter up with the Department 
to ascertain if we have authority to sign this release, and will convey the 
results of the ruling of the Department to him. 

I then requested of Mr. Nathan if anything of evidentiary value was 
found ir. the apartment. Mr. Nathan stated that he understands the Agents have 
gone over the apartment inch by inch and have failed to find anything of such 
value therein; that, however, he does not know whether attempts have been made 
to develop latent fingerprints for the purpose of ascertaining whether or not 
Volney''Davis has been in the apartment. I told Mm that since we have process 
out charging these people with harboring Davis, we ought to have some evidence 
to support our allegations. 

In regard to Spike Lane, Mr. Nathan stated that this man steadfastly 
refuses to talk; that he was charged with harboring and his bond fixed at 
$10,000, which Mr. Nathan thinks he possibly will make. Mr. Nathan stated, 
however, that the State may charge him with carrying concealed weapons and . .

In connection with thel investigation conducted by the 
Chicago Bureau office in that territory, there was recovered approx- 
imately #2,695.00 of the actuaFfransom money which was subsequently 
delivered to the St. Pau/t Bureau office in September, 1934. • 

Mr. George $<{sullivan, United State ^Attorney, was 
immediately conferred with on receipt of this irioney with a view to 
having a Court order issued directing the Clerk of the United States 
District Court to hold the money as evidence in^the case. At that 
time, he declined to take such action in vly^ot the fact that the 
money is principally evidence against John 3 .’SJcLaughlin, Sr.; and 
as yet, a definite decision has not been reached as to whether 
McLaughlin will be prosecuted. Mr. Sullivan has conferred with 
officials of the Department and advised this office that they are 
awaiting the decision of the higher Courts in the Urschel case before 
attempting to arrive at a decision in this case. It was expected at 
that time that the decision in the Urschel case would soon be handed 
down. From time to time Mr. Sullivan has been contacted, the most 
recent date being March 4, 1935, at ifcich time h e advised that a 
decision has not as yet been reached. 
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The money in question is being held in a small cabinet safe 
in the St. Paul Bureau office. 

This matter is being brought to the attention of the Bureau

Nathai stated that undoubtedly Davis does not know that we have spotted this 
apartment house. He further informed that the letter is dated February 17, 

1935, and the envelope does not seem to have been enclosed in another envelope, 
but Davis might hay/ transmitted it to someone to be mailed at St. George. Mr. 
Nathan stated thai/St. George, Utah is in the general vicinity of Las Vegas, 

Nevada, where son/ construction work on a dam going on. 

Mr. Nathan further advised that he has telephoned the Salt Lake City 
Office in this regard and suggested investigation at Las Vegas as well as St. 
George. I told h^m that arrangements should be made with the manager of the 
apartment house so that if anyone comes for the clothes of Davis the Kansas City 
Office will be immediately notified. He stated that plans are going forward at 
the present time for appropriate arrangements, and he plans to contact the manager 
of the apartment house by telephone every day in order to ascertain that she is 
on the alert and whether she has been contacted in regard to the present matter.

There ie attached hereto copy of an airm ai l special jdelivery 
letter addressed to the Bureau in the Bremer kidnaping case, rwhgj’gj*" 
it is noted that a search was made of a Chevrolet car by Special 
Agents of the Kansas City Bureau Office. The car was the property 
of one Earl/Stuchlik, who was taken to the Kansas City Office for 
questioning/ in connection with the search being conducted for Volney 
Davis. No/process had been issued for Stuchlik, and during his deten- 
tion hy tli Kansas City Bureau Office, he was searched as well as 
the luggage belonging to him which was found in the Missouri Hotel. 



It is suggested that no letter be directed to the Kansas 
City Office in this instance cautioning the agents against such il- 
legal searches, but that action be deferred in the matter until an 
inspector or Bureau official has occasion to visit the Kansas City 
Office, at which time the question of searches can be orally dis- 
cussed with the Agent in Charge, and the agents who are m a ki ng it a 
practice to report such illegal searches in correspondence and re- 
ports. It is believed that a letter to the Kansas City Office in 
this instance would result in the agents becoming too cautious in 
their investigative activities.

I an attaching hereto a clipping from the Kansas City 
Journal Post of February 28, 1935 concerning the destruction of 
nitro glycerine which was found in an apartment at 4915 Troost 
Avenue, Kansas City, Missouri and concerning idiich the Bureau has 
been previously advised by telephone. 

Subsequent to my conversation with Mr. Tamm on February 
26 1935, I conferred with Assistant United States Attorney 

Hand all Wilson, who sug^ted that he knew of no way by which the 
release required by th^fcercules Powder Company before proceeding 
with the destruction of the nitro glycerine could be executed by 
any Federal Agency. Subsequently, through contact with Sheriff 
Thomas E. Bash, of Kansas City, Missouri, arrangements were made 
whereby this release was signed by Deputy Sheriff John Kelly, of 
Mr. Bash’s office, and on the\ afternoon of February 26, 1935, the 
bottles presumably containingjjnitro glycerine were removed from 
the anartment, end were tekeiyto the magazine of the Hercules 
powder Company near Kansas City, Missouri and exploded by use of 
dynamite caps and fuses under the direction of the explosives 
expert of that company, Mr. Peacock. Special Agent H. E. Andersen, 
of this office, end Deputy Sheriff John Kelly were present at the 
time. Agent Andersen informs me that two of the bottles, contain- 
ing something over one pint of fluid, were found to be nitro 
glycerine and did exolode. The third bottle failed to explode 

and Mr. Peacock advised it was not nitro glycerine. *r. Peacock

I With reference to the article appearing in the local 

newspaper, it is assumed that this information was given to the i 

paper by the Sheriff’s Office. 

Surveillance was maintained by Agents of this office 
over a Chevrolet car known to be the property of Preston^Paden, 
son of EdnaJ’furray, from the early morning of February /6, 1935 
until approximately noon, February 27, 1935, at which ^ime Earl 
Stuchlik entered the car and drove around the streets of Kansas 
City. He gave the impression of endeavoring to confuse anyone 
who might be following him and, consequently, after proceeding some 
distance, he was stopped by Special Agents R. P» Sh anah an and M. Kremer 
ana accompanied them to this office for questioning. He denied any 
information concerning Volney Davis, claiming not to have seen him 
since the year 1927, although he admitted having seen Jess Doyle 
and Doris O’Connor in November 1934. He stated that he had been at 
the Missouri Hotel, Kansas City, Missouri, for about three days 
accompanied by Preston Paden, and that they had been on a drunk with 
some girls. He advised that Paden had been away from the hotel since 
the preceding day but was expected to return on February 27, 1935, 
and that he and Paden had planned to proceed to Topeka, Kansas on 
that date. 

A thorough search was made of the Chevrolet car by Special 
Agents Andersen and Far land, of this office. There was found is. the 
car a flashlight which had been taped over the lens with a very snail 
opening, and which was apparently so prepared for UBe as a burglar's 
implement. There was also found beneath the seat of the coupe a 
beer bottle which contained a very small quantity of what appeared 
to be nitro glycerine. This bottle was removed fran the car and taken 
to a safe place, where it was exploded by firing into the bottle. 

This operation was handled by Agents Andersen and Shanahan and they 
advise me that when the bottle was struck there was a puff of smoke 
indicating that its contents were nitro glycerine. 

After thoroughly questioning Stuchlik it appeared undesirable 
to release him, and the Sheriff’s Office in Kansas City, Missouri, was 
contacted and desired to hold Stuchlik on a charge of possession of 
burglar’s implements. He is, accordingly, so held at the present tine 
and there is^a possibility that an identification of Stuchlik might be 
made in connection with recent safe-cracking jobs in Kansas City, 
Kansas and vicinity.

I # In an effort to locate Paden, in order that he might be *■ 

questioned in this matter. Agents of this office have been con- ! 

tinuously stationed in the rooms occupied by him and Stuehlik in 
the Missouri Hotel since the afternoon of February 27, 1935. However, 
he has not returned to his room and apparently has not been there 
since the preceding day. It is noted that these parties had checked 
out of the hotel but had not removed their baggage. It appears 
extremely doubtful that Paden will return to that hotel now, in 
view of the newspaper article previously referred to and I, accord- 
ingly, contemplate removing the Agents from this spot during the evening 
of today. 

I might state here that during a part of the time these 
Agents have been at the Missouri Hotel they have been accompanied by 
Deputy Sheriff John Kelly, this procedure appearing desirable to 
me in view of the fact there is no Federal charge concerning this 
person, and there is the possibility that he might create some dis- 
turbance should he return to the roam. 

No items of evidentiary value were found on Stuehlik* s y 
person or in the luggage at the Missouri Hotel. 

At the time of the removal of the bottles containing nitro 
glycerine from the apartment at 4915 Troost Avenue, a more thorough 
search^f the cupboard where this liquid was stored revealed a receipt 
for jS^afety Deposit Box at the Parsons Safety Deposit Company, 1804 
EroaZ way , Parsons, Kansas, which was tucked away beneath or behind 
one^of the bottles and which had not been previously found due to 
the apparent danger from handling these containers. This receipt 
showed the rental of Box 130 at the above company on January 8, 1935, 
for the period of one year by one F. Wilson. 


Immediate inquiries were madia at Persons by Special Agent 
L. s. Vandover, of this office, whereat was found that this Safety 
Deposit Company is operated by an elderly woman in the rear of a 
mercantile establishment. Upon interview, she informed the Agents 
that on February 17, 1935, a burglary had occurred in her establishment 
during which approximately 40 Safety Deposit 3oxes, including 130, had 
been entered by boring out the lock and ell contents removed. This 
woman had no information or description of the person renting the 
box and advised that her ledger, which contained any information of 
this character, had also been stolen during the burglary. Through 
inquiry at the Parsons Folice Department, Aeent Yandover determined 
that it was the opinion of that Department that this robbery was a 
local job. This office will be advised of any information of interest 
developed by the Parsons Police in this matter.

We have had to employ and pay a deputy ever Bince the battle 
and I have had to remain here to keep people from taking souvenirs. 

At the rate we are going we would have to keep the house open 
a couple of years to pay for the damages. It is hard work and I am 
kept away from my hone and family in Miami. We feel we have been 
innocent victims, same as ^r. Bremer, who the Barker’s kidnaped. 

On opening the house we put up a big sign saying "It proves 
crime aoes not pay”. Think there is a splendid lesson here which 
we try to bring out. When one sees how the government’s bullets 
went through iron, steel, two by fours, walls, closets end the entire 
house just riddled, it surely shows the tremendous power, strength 
and protection of our government and the utter weakness end folly 
of crime. 

All who see the house say they surely are glad to see the 
government getting rid of such people. Then they ask what the 
government is going to do about fixing up the house. My answer 
is from my heart and I tell them ”1 can't help but feel a government 
that stands for Justice will do the right thing by innocent people. 

I know our government doesn't want innocent people to suffer. When 
the whole world is blessed by being rid of these people, we too 
should be blessed, and not stand a financial loss”. 

Now, Mr. Hoover, I'm asking you, how do we present our claim? 
Please feel that this might have happened to one of your dear friends 
or family same as it has to us. We will be most grateful for any 
information or advice or anything you can do for us.

Agent Norris telephoned from the St. Louis Office rath reference 
/to efforts being made by that office to effect the apprehension of Willie 
t Harrison. He stated that last evening, the office sent Mayl&reen, a ^conf i- 
dential informant, out to interview Mrs. Harrison, mother of Willie Harrison. 
At this time, Mrs. Harrison indicated that there was a detective next door. 
In this connection, Mr. Norris informed that Agent Buchanan of the St. Louis 
Office is in fact maintaining surveillance of this place from a spot next 
door. He requested advice as to whether or not this surveillance should be 
discontinued. 


I informed him that in view of the above facts, it would not seem 
desirable to maintain this surveillance. Mr. Norris stated that the only 
doubt in his mind is whether or not he should be removed immediately, since 
this action might tend to throw the suspicion of Mrs. Harrison on May Green, 
the informant. I told him that in view of this, Buchanan should be left 
there for a day or so, after which he should be withdrawn. However, in view 
of the fact that they know he is there, Buchanan should take strong precautions 
as to his own safety. 


Mr .Norris informed that a plan of logical exit for Buchanan is 
being worked out, and the same will be executed within the next day or so 
and his leaving will be effected so as to not embarrass the informant.

Re: Bremer case 

Mr. Alt telephoned from the Jacksonville Office and stated that 
he had just received a telephone call from Agent Brown in Havana who stated 
.that telegrams have been located over there which definitely connect Joe 
Mains and RathanrHeller of the Park View Hotel in Havana with the above; 
that these telegrams were exchanged with reference to the Barker-Karpis 
gang; that Agei/t Brown wished to take an airplane this afternoon, if 
authorized, to Miami to discuss this matter with Mr. Hanson and the United 
States Attorney. Mr. Alt stated that he granted such authority, in that 
the plane to be used is merely a commercial one; that Mr. Brown will re- 
turn to Havana in the morning. 

Mr. Alt stated that Agent Brown informed him that they have the 
car which belonged to Karpis there, and he wanted to talk to the United 
States Attorney about confiscating this car and bringing it back to the 
United States, which he thinks can be done under the Cuban laws; that he 
also thinks that the Cuban authorities will let us have a very valuable 
motor boat which Karpis had. Mr. Alt stated that Brown has instructions 
to the effect that unless he is instructed to the contrary, he is to pro- 
ceed to Miami at 2:30 this afternoon and telephone Mr. Alt immediately upon 
his arrival at Miami; that in the meantime, he is to do nothing about the 
car or the motor boat; that in this connection, he can be reached through 
Mr. Hanson at Miami.

With reference to the/p roperty down there, Mr. Alt stated that he 
would assume full responsibility for the shipment of the money and the dia- 
monds.

Re: FRED AND KATE BARKER , 

Killed While Resisting Arrest. 



On January 8, 1935 the Chicago Office of the 
Division of Investigation took into custody Arthur RPBarker. 
Subsequently his apartment was searched and there was found 
a map of the State of Florida on which were pencilled markings 
around Ocala, Florida, and Lake Weir. .This information / 
coincided with that furnished by Byroa Bolton alias Monte Carter, 
who was also taken into custody by the Chicago Division Office 
on the evening of January 8, 1935 coincident with the killing 
of RussellrGibson while resisting arrest. In giving the 
information relative to the whereabouts of other members of 
the Barker-Karpis gang, Bolton was unable to furnish specific 
names and directions. He did, however, state that the hide- 
away was located in the central northern part of Florida on 
an Inland fresh water lake famous to persons in that community 
by reason of the fact that an alligator known as "Big Joe" lived 
in it. Bolton also advised that members of the gang had 
participated in deer hunts on the trip made to Florida shortly 
before his apprehension and three deer had been killed, and 
that Arthur R. Barker and Russell Gibson had brought a considerable 
portion of the deer carcasses to Chicago with them. 


It was on this information that a squad of fourteen 
Agents from the Chicago Division Office proceeded to Jacksonville, 
Florida, and within two days after their arrival had located 
the house on Lake Weir near Oklawaha, Florida. Investigation 
in the vicinity disclosed that this house was occupied by 
Fred Barker and his mother, Kate Barker and that it had been 
frequented by numerous other persons, usually late at night. 
Arrangements were made to surround the house on the morning of 
January 16, 1955. The Agent in charge of the raiding party- 
approached the front of the house around 7:00 A.M. and commanded 
Kate Barker, who appeared at the front door, to surrender. She 
ras heard to Bay "Let it go", whereupon the Agent was fired 
upon, about fifty shots striking the ground in the vicinity where 
: he was standing. The other Agents immediately returned the fire, 

' which appeared to be coming from a second floor window. The 

f firing continued for approximately four hours, after which the 
1 “bouse was entered and the bodies of Kate and Fred Barker were 
located in a second floor bedroom. Both had been firing machine 


guns which were found on the floor next to their dead bodies. 

A quantity of guns and ammunition and four bullet-pro of vests wer e

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The local coroner, after a hearing, held that the 
decedents had cone to their deaths while resisting arrest by 
the nse of firearms. . .. 

Investigation disclosed that the house occupied by 
Fred and Kate Barker was rented under the name of T. C. 
Blackburn from Carson Bradford, who is President of the 
Biscayne Kennel Club. It appears that members of the Barker- 
Karpis gang had been associa ting with Joe Adams, General 
Manager of the Biscayne Kennel Club and also Manager of the 
El Comodoro Hotel in Miami, Florida.

Illinois <?n January 8, 1935* Austin was arrested on January 20 , 
1935 just after he had been married. 

On November 28, 1932 Austin was sentenced to six months in the 
House of Correction at Chicago, Illin ois and fined $100 for the crime of 
auto larceny. On April 16, 1934 be was arrested by the Police Department 
at Berwyn, Illinois on charges of assault to kill. This case was later 
dismissed. On June 9, 1934 Austin was arrested by the Police Department, 
Chicago, Illinois on charge of robbery with a gun and was released under 
$10,000 bond and failing to put in an appearance as required, and under 
this bond was again arrested on January 20, 1935, as related above. 

The Federal Government is proceeding against Austin as one of 
the conspirators in the kidnaping of Edward G. Bremer.

I Mr. R. B. Nathan telephoned from the Kansas City Office reques- 
ting my advice as to the continuance of the surveillance being maintained 
t the anartment formerly occupied by the alleged JJ’Leo" . Mr. Nathan stated 
that the pent on the apartment was up last night, and the manager of the 
house wants to try to re-rent the same. He further stated that the story 
about thelnitro glycerin being in the apartment has gotten through to the 
papers, possibly through the Sheriff’s Office, and he believes it highly 
improbable that any of the parties in question will return. He stated that 
they abandoned the apartment completely when they fled, and only a small 
amount of clothing remains, which clothing is claimed by Spike Lane, who 
is in custody; that Lane is trying to get a lawyer to claim the same for 
him. 


I informed Mr. Nathan that under the circumstances, it would seem 
advisable to discontinue surveillance of this apartment; that as far as the 
personal property is concerned, we will have absolutely nothing to do with 

it. 


With reference to the nitro glycerin, Mr. Nathan informed that 
rather blaring headlines have appeared in the papers about it; that he 
believes the information emanated from the Sheriff’s Office there, although 
the Sheriff's Office denies that they gave out the information. He further 
informed that the representative of the Hercules Powder Company took the 
nitro out of the apartment and blew it up; that two of the containers actually 
contained nitro, while the other did not. Mr. Nathan stated that he is for- 
warding to the Bureau clippings about this matter together with a letter of 
explanation of the circumstances surrounding its discovery and disposition.

Rose ^uckhalter, accompanied 
Vivian Mathis, paramour of Miller, during July and August of 1933, at 
which time they were under surveillance by the Division. nt 


During the surveillance of Mrs. Buck halter and Vivian Mathis, s n v 
it was learned that Buckhalter has a lengthy New York police record t 

and that he is involved in every industry in New York that is connected L 

with racketeering, especially the suit and garment industry. The 
Division has conducted an extensive investigation of this individual 
in connection with the Antitrust case. Division file No. 60-1834, en- 
titled THE DRESS INDUSTRY - LOUIS BUCKHALTER with aliases, et al. 


He is also associated with the activities of the so-called 
"Longie mob" of New Jersey, which is opposed to the so-called "Dutch 
Schulz gang". 


According to the modus operand! file of the Identification 
Unit, he is one of the four most important gangsters in New York City, 
today and is the number one man on all union rackets involving strong- 
armed work. He is wealthy and has connections with all the important 
mobs in the United States. It appears from the record that he was 
arrested on November 21, 1933 by the United States Marshal, New York 
City, for violation of the Antitrust Laws in connection with the fur 
indu stry .

Through confidential sources at Toledo, Ohio, it was 
ascertained that one Mildred#fuhlman, a prostitute, had left Toledo, 

Ohio with Arthur R. Barker vnd that she was located in the Morrison 
Hotel, Chicago, Illinois. 

Investigation at the Morrison Hotel resulted in ascertaining 
that Mildred Kuhlman was a guest at this hotel and during her stay 
communicated by telephone with persons resi ding at 641 Oakdale and 
439 Arlington Place, Chicago, Illinois. On December 15, 1934 Mildred 
Kuhlman gave up her room at the Morrison Hotel. By covering the 
Oakdale and Arlington Place addresses the Kuhlman woman was traced 
and found to be residing at 432 Surf Street, Chicago, Illinois. A 
surveillance of this address disclosed that Mildred Kuhlman frequented 
an apartment located at 3912 Pinegrove Avenue. This address Y/as 
also placed under surveillance and it ires learned that the men who 
had been associating with Mildred Kuhlman and her women companions 
were out of the city. Eoth apartments were kept under continuous 
surveillance until the return of these men around the first of January, 

1935 • One of the men who was observed entering the apartment at 3912 
Pinegrove Avenue was partially identified as Russell Gibson and it was 
discovered that he had been contacting the party et 432 Surf Street, 
who was later identified as Arthur R. Barker. While it had been noted 
that apparently one or tv.-o men had been entering both of these addresses, 
no definite conclusive identification had been made of any of the 
subjects from the pictures available and, on the morning of January 8, 

1935 » Special Agent in Charge E. J. Connelley and Special Agent 
R. D. Erown observed the individual who was residing at 3912 Pinegrove 
Avenue and reached the conclusion that he was Russell C. Gibson, 
subject of Identification Order No. 1213. Previous reports submitted

Thereafter arrangements were made for the assistance of 
additional agents to conduct a raid when it became evident that 
both places were fully occupied. The Agents were given detailed 
instructions as to their respective assignments and as to the 
identity of the persons who were to be taken into custody. At the 
3912 Pinegrove Avenue address seventeen Special Agents were 
assembled, including the Special Agent in Charge. At the 432 Surf 
Street address nine Agents were assembled to await developments 
at the former address and at the same time be prepared to take any 
emergency action that might be necessary. The plan of operation 
was to first take the occupants of the apartment on Pinegrove 
Avenue, inasmuch as it was expected that there would be two or more 
men at this address, and thereafter a redd would be conducted upon 
the Surf Street address, with the understanding, however, that 
should the occupants of this latter address attempt to leave they were 
to be taken into custody in order to prevent their escape or to 
prevent their warning the occupants of the apartment on Pinegrove 
Avenue. The squad at the Surf Street address waB divided into two 
groups, one under the supervision of Special Agent R. L. Jones 
and one under Special Agent C. G. Campbell, these groups to command 
both the front and rear entrances to the building. 


Around 6:50 P.M. on January 8, 1935, Mildred Kuhlman and 
a man who was later identified as Arthur R. Barker, were observed 
leaving the apartment at 452 Surf Street, at which time the squad 
of Agents at the front entrance deployed around them and closed in 
on Barker just as he was stepping to the curb to hail a taxicab. 

At the same instant he was commanded to surrender he fell down in 
the mud and raised his hands above his head. He was found to be 
without a gun on his person and was immediately taken to the Chicago 
Division Office, together with Mildred Kuhlman . Surveillance was 
continued on the apartment in the expectation that other associates 
of the gang would probably put in an appearance, inasmuch as the 
taking of Barker into custody was effected without any excitement or 
publicity. 

The raid planned on the apartment located at 5912 Pinegrove I 
Avenue was deferred, inasmuch as the apartment had been vacated by { 
the occupants earlier in the evening. A surveillance was continued' 
until approximately 10:45 P.M., when subject Gibson, accompanied by. 
his wife, Clar^uibson, and another woman, later identified as ‘ 

Ruth/Heidt, ex-wife of Willi ^Harrison, were seen to enter the apart- 






ment from thp front. 1 man, later identified as Byroj^olton 
alias Montpjoarter, was obsenred entering the rear ef the apart- 
ment from tiie alley. Thereupon Special Agents A. P. Barber and 
J. C. White were stationed at the foot of the steps at the rear 
of the apartment where it was expected that Gibson would emerge in 
the event he refused to leave by the front entrance. These Agents 
were covered by other Agents at the rear of the apartment. 

Special Agent in Charge Connell ey, together with Special 
Agents R. D. Brown, S. K. McKee and K. R. Uclntlre entered the 
front of the building at about 11:15 P.M. after all other Agents on 
the outside had been properly stationed at their respective positions. 
Agent in Charge Connelley went to the speaking tube for Apartment 
No. 1, North and made inquiry of a woman who answered for Mr. J. B. 
Bolton, the name given when the apartment was rented. The woman 
stated that Mr. Bolton was not in and would not be in until the end 
of the week. Mr. Connelley then informed this woman that he was a 
Government officer from the United States Department of Justice and 
that the building was completely surrounded. He instructed that all 
occupants of the apartment come down the front stairs, one at a time, 
with their hands above their heads. Special Agents McKee and Brown 
were stationed at the foot of the stairs equipped with Thompson sub- 
machine guns. Agent in Charge Connelley and Agent Mclntire were 
equipped with their service ,58 super-automatic pistols. After the 
first order to the occupants of the apartment to come down there 
was a delay of several minutes, but no action on the part of the 
occupants. Mr. Connelley again called through the speaking tube 
and demanded that all persons leave the apartment immediately or it 
would be gassed. Again the Agents waited for approximately three 
minutes and Mr. Connelley, for the third time, demanded through the 
speaking tube that the occupants immediately leave the apartment. 

He also warned the persons in the apartment that no escape should be 
attempted through the rear as the building was completely surrounded 
and any one attempting to escape would be killed. 

After this third command to the occupants of the apartment 
the two women, Clara Gibsccscd Ruth Heidt, came down the stairs 
f and were commanded to lie on the floor in order that no attempt could/ 
f be made by them to grab the guns of the Agents in order to effect j 
J an escape on the part of the two men still remaining in the apartmentl 
I The women were searched for concealed weapons but none were found. j 
' Imm ediately after the women had laid down, Byron Bolton emerged from i 
the apartment with his hands in the air. He was likewise commanded 
to lie on the floor with his hands above his head. He was searched 
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(, for weapons but none were found, lira. Gibson admitted her identity 
and when asked if any other individuals were in the apartment she 
stated that her husband was still in the apartment* In the belief 
that Russell Gibson and others might yet be in the apartment, Mrs. 
Gibson was instructed to persuade her husband, through the speaking 
tube, to surrender, but she received no response. At that moment 
several shots were heard in the rear of the building, at which tine 
Mrs. Gibson screamed "Oh, they have got my husband". 



Immediately upon hearing the shots fired the Agents in the 
front of the building, in accordance with previously issued instruc- 
tions, fired gas shells through the front windows of the apartment 
occupied by the Gibsons in order that any individual still there or 
any individual returning there from the rear of the building would be 
rendered unable to continue active and dangerous resistance. 


The shooting which was heard occurred when Russell Gibson 
emerged from the back entrance of the building, in his shirt sleeves, 
without a hat, and wearing a bullet-proof vest, and carrying and 
firing a Browning Automatic 30.06 caliber Rifle, which fire was 
directed at Agents Ifhite and Barber. Thereafter, in the return fire, 
Russell Gibson was wounded after he had apparently fired four shots 
from the Browning automatic rifle. He threw off his bullet-proof 
vest after having been wounded and dropped a *32 caliber Colt 
automatic pistol, fully loaded. 

Immediately upon the occurrence of this shooting, arrange- 
ments were made with the Janitor, Paul Lenco, to reassure all of 
the occupants of the other apartments that no one would be harmed 
and he was also instructed to call the police if they were not elready 
on their way and advise them as to That was taking place, and 
further that when the police officers arrived they should be 
immediately brought to Special Agent in Charge Connelley. Shortly 
thereafter the police arrived and offered their cooperation in 
following up the necessary work in connection with determining 
definitely that no one else remained in the apartment. 

Thereafter the two women and Bolton were taken to the 
Chicago Division Office and RusBell Gibson was taken to the American 
Hospital where he died at 1:40 A.M., January 9> 1935«

' During a telephonic conversation with Mr. Alt at the Jacksonville 

Office, he mentioned the above case, and particulrrly the extensive investi- 
gation conducted in that territory relative to the Barkers and to Cassias 
McDonald. He referred to a telegram which was sent on December 29, 1934 to 
Blackburn, signed "Cash", and which states that Cash wanted to see Blackburn 
on Sunday. When the Agents were in Miami investigating this matter, they saw 
this telegram at the Western Union Telegraph Office in Miami. Mr. Alt stated 
that they have quite a "pull" at the Western Union office in Jacksonville, 
and can get anything they want out of that office; however, this is not so 
in Miami, and they have to have legal process to get this telegram. Cassius 
j'McDonald denies that he sent the telegram in question, but it is believed that 
'he did. For this reason, they want to get the original telegram from the 
Western Union Office in Miami and send it to the laboratory for comparison 
with the handwriting of McDonald.

Mr. Alt stated that he is unable to get any*£ooperation from the 
United StateTr^Attorney and his assistants; that Mr. Parrish is down there, 
and says that they can't get a subpoena for this telegram until the grand 
jury or the court are in session, end the United Spates Attorney is afraid 
to do air “thing about it. I told him that it appeared to ate that the United 
States Attorney certainly ought to authorize ^subpoena for this telegram. 

Mr. Alt stated that he has spent most of the last four days trying to get 
the Attorney to do something about this; that all the manager of the Western 
Union Office in Miami wants is a paper of some kind to protect him while 
the telegram is out of his office. I suggested that the U. S. Attorney 
■l^ht Issue a request subpoena. Mr. Alt stated that he has suggested this 
to the Attorney, and the Attorney has taken this suggestion under consideration. 
I instructed Mr. Alt to push the U. S. Attorney on thin poln^ ,- a nd wire the 
Bureau if he refuses to issue this request subpoena.

Mr. Gramling also prepared a petition to be 
presented to Federal Judge Bitter praying that an order be issued 
instructing Mr. Phillips to produce the telegram forthwith. Judge 
Bitter declined to issue such an order. It was suggested to Mr. 

Gramling that a complaint be authorized for the purpose of having the 
original message brought forthwith before the United States Commissioner. 
He considered this suggestion, but later declined to authorize the 
complaint, claiming that "no defendant would be before the court", 
therefore, this procedure could not be followed.

It will be noted in the above referred to Bureau letter that 
the cut film holder submitted to the Bureau for development of films 
was found to be empty. 

Please be advised that I, personally, handled this matter. 

When the cut film holder was taken from this office to Monroe, it, 
apparently, was loaded and there was no outward appearance to indicate 
that films had not been inserted therein. However, I desire to state 
that the prints which appeared on the ear were all lifted with tape, 
the result of which was also forwarded to the Bureau, so that the two 
fingerprint impressions which were photographed were included among 
the lifted prints. 

Upon making inquiry at the office to determine the reason why 
films had not been placed in the cut film holder, I learned that 
evidently during the last course of instruction held at this office with 
regard to lifting and photographing latent fingerprints, this particular 
cut film holder was used and that same was taken to the Bastman Kodak 
Company for development and, although the person doing the work for this 
company had been Instructed to place films in this holder, he had 
evidently failed to do so. 




It has always been the custom at this office to have films placed 
in ^he holder at the time the used films are being developed and this 
evidently was the first time that we experienced anything along this line.

* _ The Bureau has been adyiwed previously that 

1. Ssxidersf Growling, Aseintant United StateaWAttorney in Mieml, has 
requested that he bo furnished with all previous reports in this ease, 
and that he desires additional Investigation In Miami, Florida, and 
Havana, Cuba; that the persons pretfiffuttiiF interviewed by Agents Brown 
and McKee in Havana be re-interviewed and. th4 persons interviewed in 
Miami by other Agents be re- contacted* Special Agent B, B. Donaldson 
Is presently in Miami, Florida with til pertinent reports in this case 
conferring with Mr. Gramling to ascertain Just what additional investi- 
gation he desires made and which of the prospective witnesses in Micmi 
and Savina are to be re-interviewed. Mr. Gramling advised Agent Donald- 
son that his knowledge of the case was limited to the contents of the 
reports submitted by the Jacksonville Office covering the investigation 
made by Special Agent in Charge Hanson, in Miani, and Special Agents 
B. D. Brown and S. K. McKee in Havana. He stated that the case in his 
opinion le based purely on circumstantial evidence and further as the 
case now stands he is doubtful whether convictions can be secured. 


Agent Donaldson then inquired of Hr. Gramling 
what further and additional investigation he believed would be, neces- 
sary. He continued that the Cuban witnesses should be given further 
attention and gave in support of same the following, baaed on past 
experiences in practicing law in Cuba: it is highly necessary to 
secure statements from prospective witnesses of this type in question 
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in their testimony because of friendships, prejudices , ete., and that 
testimony of such vltnesses often proves embarrassing under cross 
examination. By Ibis procedure, the value or lack of value of a 
witness may often be dete&nined in advance. In the opinion of Hr* 
Gramling, the matter of elearlng up the situation is warranted by 
I reason of expense and difficulty in arranging for and bringing to 
Miami the foreifip witnesses, stating that arrangements in this eon- 
Inectlon will have to be perfected through the Department of State. 


Bef erring to the Miami angle of the investi- 
gation, Mr. Gramling stated that he is apprehensive about the effect 
that character witnesses on behalf of defendant Joe Adams will havs 
on the jury, therefore, in this connection he believes some evidence 
tending to refute this line of testimony should be Aug up. The only 
suggestion Mr. Gramling offered waa that evidence tending to show what 
type of man Adams really is, and evidence to show that he bad operated 
or was pexmitted -to operate in days gone by a gambling place in his 
hotel, be secured. This might offset character testimony. Mr. G ram- 
ling states that he knows this would be difficult to develop as most 
of those who could give such testimony are too deep in other question- 
able deals to take the chance on giving such testimony. 

Mr. Gramling also referred to the jury that 
will be selected to try this ease. Ee advised that he intends to 
urge Federal Judge Ritter to order the panel drawn by April fifteenth 
and that it will be composed of fifty to seventy-five persona residing 
at various points in Dade and aix other oountiea in the Miami Division 
of the Southern District of Florida. Ee also advised that he Intends 

I to take up with the Department the natter of having the Bureau instructed 
to investigate this jury panel, said Investigation to start immediately 
subsequent to the drawing of the panel. 


As to oth^r Miami investigation, Mr. Gramling 
stated that "Gray Should be w yrf&t over some more". (It will be remembered 
L. E J Gray was a clerk in th^Ef* Como doro Hotel when Ihe mob was cheek- 
ing in and out of that place.) lfr. Gramling did not indicate what ad- 
ditional. information he expected from Gray, but did eay that he now be- 
that Gray should have been indicted, ~

' Hr. Gramling urged that the particular Agents 
who made the original investigation in Miami and Havana and who are 
familiar wllh the oase, should be aasigaed to carry out these angles. 
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Relative to previous reports, Ur. Gramllng ad- 
vised that he has conferred with Mr. Frank Parish of the Criminal 
Division of the Department, and Ur. Parish agreed that he, Gramllng , 
should have full knowledge of the kidnaping as he can use this in a 
general way, especially in his talk to the jury. Hr. Gram ling was ad- 
vised by Agent Donaldson that the files in this matter were voluminous 
and dealt largely with efforts at apprehension. - To this he. replied 

( that he wanted reports showing the history of hie actual kidnaping, 
dates; that money was paid and other data to prove that a kidnaping 
had occurred. Further, he desired data or an outline of evidence in 
the. Bur ecu’ e possession to connect Karpis, at al, with the actual kid- 
naping. Also, he thinks he should be supplied with data we have ooiqplled 
on the flight of the original defendants, namely Karpis, Campbell, etc., 
from state to state. In this connection, he referred to' the Cleveland, 
Ohio, episode, saying he knew nothing of that. Among other things 
mentioned by Mr. Gramllng was FI don’t know the connection of Karpis 
or how to prove ha is the man named in the indictment in Saint Paul". 

It appears that Mr. Parish has informed Mr. Gram- 
ling that a Special Attorney from the Department will be sent to Miami 
to assist in the case. This assistant, according to Gramllng, will bo 
put to work on the details, such as getting some of the Indictments re- 
written, preparing legal and trial briefs, eto.; however, Ur. Granling 
says that he will try the case. 

Later, on March nineteenth, supplementing the 
above Information, Mr. Gramllng advised that during the night of March 
[eighteenth, he began to study the reports of Special Agent in Charge 
J. II. Hanson and R. D. Brown and now can see many holes we have to 
plug with Investigation, both in Miami and in C\£a. Mr. Gramllng 
enumerated about a dozen items, stating that he was only on page 
forty of Hanson's report. Agent Donaldson requested Ur. Gramllng to 
furnish him at the earliest possible moment, after he had reviewed 
reports submitted to Jlim, with a memorandum in duplicate setting out 
all the things that he believed necessary ao that his request oould 
be given proper attention at once. Mr. Gramllng agreed to complete 
his study and conply with Agent Donaldson's suggestion. As soon as 
Mr. Gramllng' s memorandum is reoeived, the Bureau will be advised.

We note from the report of Agent R. D. Brown that

I we suggest that arrangements be made to obtain those notes 
I for use as evidence, together with any suoh notes held else* 
/ where in Cuba, if any. 





On page 19 of the report of Agent Brown, we note 
that one Manual Dupont, who was employed by the people alleged 
to be Karp is and the Delaney woman, was not shown a picture of 
the Delaney woman for full identification) however, in the event 
the Delaney woman pleads guilty that would not be necessary, 
though, on the same page of the report, it appears that Karpis 
employed a Chinese oook and a young Cuban girl to work at the 
house) therefore, since it does not appear from the ease re- 
port that these parties were Interviewed, we suggest that suoh 
interviews be had and they be thoroughly interrogated regard- 
ing all phases of this oase. 




' On page 21 of the report of Agent Brown, it appears 

that one George Harris and wife visited at Veradero Beach with 
the alleged Karpis and Delaney) therefore, since it does not 
appear that this visit was eheoked up on we would suggest that 
suoh investigation be completed. 

From the report of Agent Brown, on page 22 thereof, 
it appears that the periodical "El Avanoe" for December 4, 
1934, contained the picture of Alvin Karpis. However, it doss 
not appear that Heller was ever interrogated to determine 
whether he read this paper or had seen the same, nor does it 
appear that investigation was made to determine whether Heller 
was in the habit of reading that periodical, which we would 
suggest having done and, at the sane time, the paper would 
be of evidentiary value.

On page 28 of Agent Brown's report, it appears that 
McDonald had some correspondence with Senator Couzens of 
Michigan, and we would suggest that Senator Couzens be litter- 
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viewed relative to any knowledge be may have of McDonald, 

On page 29 of the last mentioned report, it appear* 
that a gambler, Jimenez, and a polioe officer named (what ap- 
pears from the oase report, though the same is blurred) to be 
Goazles, whioh was probably meant to be Conzales, mere vis- 
itors of McDonald at the Presidents Hotel, but it does not ap- 
pear that these persons have been o booked up on, and we would, 
therefore, suggest that they be interrogated* 

Agent Brown's report, on pages 51 and 52, reveal* 
inquiry of a certain taxi driver in Havana named Agustin Caoho 
Negrete, who. Agent Brown expressed the opinion, had not re- 
vealed all that he knew. Therefore, it would appear that 
further investigation might be had to determine whether this 
man could be brought on to talk relative to the activities 
of McDonald. 





On page 47 of Agent Brown's report, there appear* 
^investigation of one of the employees of the Park View Hotel; 
however, it would appear to the writer that all employees of 
the Park View Hotel should have been investigated and that 
those having no love for Heller might give same valuable informa- 
tion. 


Cfc page 65 of Agent Brown's report, there Is referenos 
to a reported deal oarried an by Rane Bolivar and a man named

In further regard to the moneys whioh are being held 
in Cuba, and whioh are purported to be ransom notes, it would, 
if they are to be used in evidemoe, be necessary for us to be 
able to positively, by direct evidenoe, identify the money, 
whioh information, we believe, should be at least available 
for us* 

In regard to the report of Special Agent in Charge, 
J. H. Hanson, whioh was relative to the Miami angle of the 
investigation, it appears on page 6 thereof that, in November, 
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1954, and the first part of December of that year, Agents 
C. G. Campbell and C. 0. Hurt interviewed one L. E. Gray, 
Assistant Manager of the El Cammodoro Hotel, and sheared him 
certain photographs. However, it does not appear from the 
oase report that the picture of g&rpis was, at any time,

From the oase reports it is impossible for us to de- 
termine whether or not the defendant Mo Donald at any tins con- 
tacted Karpis or sny one connected with him, nor does it ap- 
pear that McDonald at any time conspired, oombined, confeder- 
ated, agreed, or otherwise oommunio&ted with other alleged 
oonspirators.

Reference is made to my report pf March 13, 1935, 
in which it is stated that Dolores jDe Laney and Wynonaf Burdette, Subjects 
held in the Dural County Jail at Jacksonville, When interviewed on March 
twelfth had positively stated that when arraigned on the charges pending 
against them in the Southern District of Florida, they would plead guilty. 

A copy of this report was furnished to the United states Attorney at Jack- 
sonville, after which he Informed that he would immediately begin arrange- 
ments to bare these two women enter their pleas of guilty in Federal Court 
at Jacksonville rather than be removed or returned to Miami for this pur- 
pose. 

Today, John W. Holland, United States Attorney, here, 
informed that Judge Halsted L. Ritter, Federal Judge at Miami, had stated 
that it would be ^uite satisfactory to him if these two women were arraigned 
in Federal Court and pleaded guilty before Judge Louie Strum at Jacksonville; 
however, *ien Ur. Holland presented this natter to Judge Strun, the latter 
stated that this is primarily a Miami ease and that under no circumstances 
would he accept the pleas of De Laney and Burdette; that he could not 
understand their having been removed to Jacksonville, since it appeared to 
him the jail on the eighteenth floor of the Court House at Miami, was much 
safer for their secure incarceration than was the jail at Jacksonville. 


In view of the above, Mr. Holland stated that be was 
ting arrangements with the Marshal to have De Laney md Burdette removed 
Miami to enter their pleas of guilty. The arrangements effected now 
are that the United States Marshal will depart from Jacksonville Sunday

On the same evening she was interviewed aha telephoned the .

She stated, however, that * 
due to her nervousness she failed to carry out the Instructions she had been 
given by Agent Brandt and had not made a date. During the conversation had 
with the caller, the latter advised her he would oommunicate again with her 
within the next day or two. She ie positive She recognised f the voice ae that 4 • 
of Davis, whom ahe knew as Harper* She further states he recalled certain bits 
of their previous conversations which strengthened her belief in this regard. 

On the occasion of this last call he suggested that ahe join a party at an 
apartment, stating that /another man and a girl were ihere.' At this time the '^ 
caller gave the name of^Sinderson. It should be noted that it is possible that 
the name given was Eanson end she understood it as Anderson. These facta 
were related to the writer and Special Agent Brandt on March 13, 1935, when •

sion they were painstakingly instructed that in the event another call was 
received asking the Trillions girl to go out they were to inmedi ately notify *> .

4 Further results of this investigation will be duly reported* -

time at the Ford Plant, Kansas City, Missouri, although while in the hearing 
of Special Agent O’Mahoney and the writer he made no mention of his present 
address. Inquiries will be made by this office to check on this individual 
and to definitely ascertain that there is no connection between him and the

I telephoned Mr. Hanson at the Birmingham Office and informed him 
that we had received a note from the State Department this mornixsf to the 
effect that Alvin Karpis was Been in a bar in Havana on Friday night of 
last week. I told Mr. Hanson that it was planned that he should proceed 
to Miami alone and there meet Agent McKee, who is being sent from the Bureau. 
I told him that the schedules of McKee were not worked out as yet, but Mr. 
Hanson would be advised by telegram what time McKee would arrive in Miami; 
that after they get together in Miami, the two of them should proceed to 
Havana and see what information they might get concerning this matter. 

I told Mr. Hanson that it was not believed necessary that he 
should take any Agents with them to Havana; that it was thought that all 
of the local assistance that is needed can be gotten very easily there. 

Mr. Hansen concurred in this, adding that the United States officers working 
in Havana seem to be very cooperative and efficient. 

I tolc Mr. Hanson to bear in mind the previous associaticns with 
the Ambassador over in Cuba, and to see him when they arrive in Cuba, after 
which they should begin to conduct the appropriate investigation. 

Mr. Hanson mentioned that he is supposed to report to Tashington 
on Mondey, March 25, 1935, for re-training, but I told him that this would 
have to be postponed.

Special Agent B. F, Fltzeimone, Resident Agent at Miami, 
Florida, who with Special Agent R. B. Donaldson, attended the arraign- ^ 
ment, in his memorandum dated March 25th, 1935, furnished the following 
additional information: 

When Delaney and Burdette were arraigned and entered pleas 
of guilty to the indictments pending against them, mentioned an Page 
137 of the Report of Special Agent in Charge, J. E. Hanson, Jackson- 
ville, Florida, dated February 20, 1935, they were sentenced to serve 
in actual time five years each in an institution to be designated by 
the Attorney General. (The Marshal* s Office at Jacksonville has ad- 
vised that information has been received fran the Director of the 
Bureau of Prisons that the Detention Home, Milan, Michigan, has bean 
designated as the institution in Aich sentences are to be served.)

Under indictment #4613, CONSPIRACY TO OOMJ.OT MISPRISION 
OF A FELONY, I have been advised that the count in that indictment charges 
concealment of knowledge that Karpls fled the State of Minnesota, to avoid 
prosecution under a felony statute cognizable by that State. In the re- 
port of Special Agent in Charge Hanson, above mentioned, on page 137, 
it is indicated that the Indictment charging Conspiracy to Commit Mis- 
prision of a Felony (presumably indictment #4613) is in two oounts; 
one alleging concealment of knowledge that Karpls was a person who had 
fled in interstate ooraneree to avoid prosecution for a crime cogiizable 
under the laws of the United States, and a second count alleging the 
same offense for failing to disclose that Karpls had fled in interstate 
oommeroe to avoid prosecution for a crime eognizable under the laws of 
the State of Minnesota, whereas there were two separate indictments to 
cover those allegations (indictments #4613 and 4610} • 

During the proceedings Agent Donaldson, at the request of 
Assistant thxited States Attorney Gramllng, very briefly and pointedly 
outlined such Information concerning the activities of Delaney and 
Burdette as was necessary.
